"Where the axles are short and the wheels 
:Iose together the damage to all, save 
.urnpike ways, is greatly increased, for 
he reason that there is no chance for the 
growth of grass between the treadway of 
.lie wheels and the footway of 
the 


lorscs. This principle appears to have 
leen recognized in some parts of tho 
country. Thus in the neighlx>rhood of 
3oston, where the ways are made solid 
>y macadam or other rubble, the distance 
>etween tho wheels is generally about 
ive and one-half feet, whiio in the 
sandy road district of Cape Cod tho 
"ength of the axle is usually half a foot 
greater. 


The greatest defect of our American

t. These narrow wheels, with tires 
ften not more than an inch in diameter, 
3tit like knives into tho road bed and" so 
deepen the; ruts. If we could require 
hat no vehicle should have a tire less 
han an incli and a half in diameter, and 
hat all springless carriages should have 
ires at least two inches in diameter, id'

Or- 
ders were urgently solicited but none 
were given. Crooked stories were told 
with euch brazennesis at one house that 
the lady quietly telephoned to her lady 
friend for verification. In this way were 
the schemes of the alleged canvassers 
blocked, and the Marshal notified of the 
violation 
of the peddlers' ordinance. 


Both Frank and Barchardt were placed 
under arrest at four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, and they had to put up $40 
each for their appearance this morning.
